A Friendly Note Of W arning 

‘ When a man occupying the important and high office of Lieulenant-Gov- 
ernor of a Province feels it incumbent on him to lift his voice in public pro- 
lest against the selfish attitude of people in Eastern Canada regarding mat- 
ters of vital concern to the prosperity and development of the Provinces ot | 
Western Canada, it is time for those same Eastern people and interests to 
awaken to the fact that they are playing a nationally dangerous game. 

Licutenant-Governor Brett, of Alberta, is not a man to speak hastily or 
without giving due consideration to the effect any statement from a man in 
his position may have. He is a highly’ trained professional man, absolutely 
impartial, strictly non-partizan in a political sense, and intensely loyal to | 
Canadian ideals and institutions. Yet on the occasion of a recent visit to 
Ontario he was, to use his own words, “goaded to exasperation” over the 
altiiude assumed by Mastern people towards the West and its needs and prob- 
lems to such an extent that he made known his mind in a newspaper inter- 
view in the course of which he asked the very pertinent question: “If a bar- 
rier was placed at Fort William, what would happen to all the Eastern in- 
dustries” t: 

Answering his own question, Dr. Brett declared they would be ruined. 
Yet Eastern interests go on blindly, and with a self-sufficiency amounting 
to smugness, declaring lo the world and convincing theniselves-that they ove 
nothing to the West; that on ihe contrary, it Is the East fhat has made and 
developed the West, and that his section of the Dominion is heavily in debt 
to them. 

When a man in Dr. Brett’s position even so much as hints in a published 
interview at the possible effects of cutting the Dominion in two at the head of 
the lakes, and follows that up by calling upon the people of the west to real- 
ize Yhe absolute importance of “continuing to hammer away until they have a 
real voice in their own affairs,” it is, we repeat, time for the East to give heed 
lo ihe state of feeling they are themselves engendering in this Western 
country. . 

We do not believe there is more than a mere handful of people in Canada 
who would like to see the Dominion divided into two separate and distinct 
British commonwealths, east and’ west. At the same time there are unques- 
tionably thousands who believe that economically Western Canada would be 
much better off, and decidedly more prosperous, if it was relieved from the 
handicaps imposed upon it through Eastern selfishness and self-interest. 

The West demands the completion of the Hudson Bay railway. Every 
political party in Canada has approved its construction and pledged them- 
selves to it. Yet the financial, transportation and commercial interests of 
Montreal, Toronto, Quebec and the Maritime Province seaports have been 
successful in denying this much needed outlet to the West. 

The West stands badly in need of branch lines of railway without wii 
tens of thousands of settlers are struggling to eke out an existence. These; 
branch lines are likewise essential as feeders to the great transcontinental 
lines of our National railways, but Eastern interests opposed to Government | | 
ownership have thus far succeeded in blocking construction. 

The East declares it cannot survive unless ils manufacturing industries 
are bolstered up by high tariff protection imposed on the whole Dominion. 
The West has learned from bilter experience that it cannot develop and pros- 
per under such a handicap. If the East insists*upon and must have this 
artiticial stimulus, let them have it, but give’to the West, which can stand 
on its own feet and does not require artificial supports, freedom in regard 
to ils own fiscal policies and needs. 

The Western Provinces can only obtain “a real voice in their own af- 
fairs” by secession, by out-voting the East in the House of Commons, or by 
convineing the East as to the justice and necessity of admitting the West to a 
larger measure of authority in determining questions vitally and primarily ; 
affecting the West. 

Secession should, and will be, seriously considered only as a last desper- 
ate remedy. 

The ability to out-vote the Eastern Provinces can only come with enor- 
mously increased population, which increase is being delayed because of the 
handicaps imposed on the West. : 

The sane, sensible, patriotic solution is for the East to abandon their 
present attitude of regarding the West, as, one paper puts it, a child in need 
ofa governess, and frankly admitting the right of Western people to a deter- 
mining voice in matters absolutely vital to their own welfare and progress. 

That unity essential to Canada’s all-round development and prosperity 
as a nation can never be realized unless the Fast abandons its present selfish 
and arrogant overlordship. It is the Eastern attitude that provides fuel for 
the spirit of bitterness which it would be idle to deny does exist in the West. 
If East and West are to grow together, the one aiding and assisting the other, 
there must be a radical change of attitude east of the Great Lakes.

| The Boy Scout Ideal 


League of Nations Put Their Seal of 
Approval on Movement 

A friend who is 
closely conversant 
with the methods of 
the League of Na- 
tions sent me lately 
his congratulations 
on the fact that the 
league had passed a 
resolution inviting 
the governments of 
all the member na- 
tions to facilitate, as 
far as possible, an interchange of 
visits between the Boy Scouts, the 
Girl Guides and students of the vari- 
ous countries. Ife considered this a 
particularly high tribute to our work 
and to Its ideals, more especially as 
“students” had only been included in 
the recommendation as an_= after- 
thought. 

The resolution was primarily fram- 
ed on the deserts of the Scout move- 
ment. He said that the league real- 
ized the value of our training because 
in its own work it is occasionally 
liable itself to feel the want of Scout 
upbringing among its own members. 
Why? Because no country as far as 
he knew had as yet included in its 
school curriculum the one = quality, 
which above all others was most need- 
ed among mankind today, and which 
alone the Scout and Guide movement 
has taken up as the aim of its train- 
ing, namely, in self-denial, service for 
others. 

Everywhere men are still being 
trained in a school where self-interest 
{s taught as the. motive, where effi- 
clency for success in their career is 
the first aim, where the higher quality 
of subinission of self to the interests 
of others is omilted. It is in this nar- 
row upbringing that the average man’s 
outlook on the world is at present 
formed, hence rivalry, fear and 
mistrust bet-veen man and man, class 
and class, creed and creed, nation and 
nation; cult of self is the root of all 
evil. Should his innate better sense 
prevail, so that here and there an in- 
dividual rises in spite of it to be a 
patriot, his vision in very many cases 
is still strenuously limited to the in- 
dividual interests of his own country.

Protest From Japan 


Against U.S. Proposal to Further 
r. Restrict Japanese Immigration 
Washington.—Japan has lodged nal 


the United States state department a 
bristling protest against proposals in 
Congress to apply further drastic re- 
strictions to Japanese immigration to 
the United States. Ina note re-aflim- 
ing. and reducing to concrete terms 
the famous ‘gentlemen's agreement,” 
the Japanese ambassador advises this 
government that the exclusion pro-! 
‘osals now pending appeared to in- 
volve the “good faith” of the govern- 
ment at Tokio. 

The protest was aimed particular- 
ly at the proposal to exclude all aliens 
who never can become United States’ 
citizens—a thrust. which the ambassa- 
dor said was manifestly aimed at Jap- 
an. He declared enactment of such 
a jaw would “seriously offend the just 
pride of the Japanese nation,” and 
that the “grave consequences” should 
be considered carefully before action 
was taken.

No Exemption to Dumptng Duty 

1 Otlawa.--The customs regulation 
providing that the dumping duty shall 
not apply when the difference be- 
tween the fair market value of goods 
and their selling price to importers in 
Canada does not exceed five-per cent.

Brushing the Teeth 


Medico Says Custom 

Moder Fallacy 

The world would be a lot better off 
if it had never seen a tooth brush, says 
Sir James Cantile, of the Inslitute of 
Uygiene. We told an audience in 
London that all teeth troubles of the 
seneration were due to this modern 
fwacy and that had the world never 
known a tooth brush the teeth of to- 
day would be as good as those of our 
forefathers 

“tH there is any need to brush your 
teeth, there is something wrong with 
your health,” said Sir James. 

He claimed that the tooth brush in- 
variably pierced the gums, thus allow- 
ing poison to entcr Lhe system. ‘The 
teeth, when the human beng was born, 
were protected by a fine skin, and the 
tooth brush destreyed this delicate 
skin. Ife drew attention to the per- 
fect set of teeth usually possessed by 
a negro until lhe was introduced to a 
tooth brush. 

Sir James said we erred in the heal 
of our food. The neutral tempera- 
ture of a baby's blood was 98.4 degrees 
and the temperature of the milk giv- 
en to a baby in a bottle was about 
120 degrees. In this way the hot milk 
attracted the blood to the surface of

Wheat Will Be Used Ia Rotation With 
Corn Crop In United States 

In most of the discussion aboul 
world’s wheat surplus it has been ts: 
sumed that low price levels would 
discourage planting in the countries 
where the cost of production is high- 
est—in other words there would be a 
tendency for United States wheat to 
become less and less a factor on the 
world’s export markets. . 

J. Il. Woward, one-time American 
farmer leader, who las spent. some 
time in Western Canada, speaking in 
opposition to the wheat pool, brings 
us au new and disconcerting light on 
the subject.

Feeding Of 
Laying Hens 


Kind of Feed Necessary For 
Maximum Egg Production 


For maximum egg production it is 
necessary that hens should be fed in 
the right way. Even with a ration 
in which the feeds are in the righ! 
proportion «a high egg yield will not 
be obtained if the ration is not fed 
in the right quantity and at the right 
time. ‘The most profitable flocks are 
almost invariably those whose owners 
give some attention to the details of 
proper feeding. 

The greater 
Keeping a hen 
throughout the year, whether she is 
laying well, or poorly, or not at all. 
A five-pound hen requires the equival- 
ent of 50 pounds of corn a year just 
for maintenance. This mueh feed 
she must have for body upkeep before 
any egg-laying can follow. Whatever 
she eats beyond this amount is avail- 
able for egg production, but whether 
ii isso used depends on whether con- 
ditions are favorable—-that is, whether 
the hen is by nature a good layer and 
is provided with comfortable and sani- 
tary quarters. ‘To reduce the daily 
ration because the hens wre not laying 
well, or to increase the food allowance 
following an increase in egg produc. 
lion is to iniss entirely an important 
principle of successful feeding. Wa

— If hens 
are kept in confinement, il is, o7 
necessary to supply a complete 

ration at all times. 

The scratch feed should contain A 
Jeast two, and preferably thr ec, grains. 
Otten these can all be Nome-grown 
Where corn is the common grain, it 
should be used freely in the serateh 
feed. Under normal price conditions 
it may make up from one-half to two- 
thirds of the seratch grain mixture. 
If more than ‘this is fed the hens may 
get ,over fat and become carly sus- 
ceptible to the germs of colds, croup 
and chicken pox. As a result egg 
production will be lowered and the 
CEES W . not hatch well. 


Wheat is well liked by fowls and 
may a a part of every seratch 
feed. In feeding value-it is approxi- 


mately equal to corn, pound for pound. 
When it is low-in price it may be fed ~ 
up to one-half of the total grain allow- 
anee. “When relatively expensive, it 
may be reduced to a filth or even less. 
If heavy oats can be secured, they 
may be included in the scratch feed, 
for the oat kernel is an excellent food.

RISEN 


Golden Text.—But now hath Christ 
been raised from the dead, the first- 
fruits of them that are asleep. I. Cor- 
inthians 15.20. 

Lesson.—Mark 16.1-15. 

Devotional Reading.—Psalm 16.5-11. 


The Text Explained and IIfumined 

I. The Fast of the Resurrection 
Made Known, verses 1-8. The Jew- 
ish Sabbath closed at sunset, Satur- 
day; when it was past, three women, 
Mary Magdalene (Mary of Magdala), 
who had _ been freed from “seven de- 
mons,” Lk..8.2, but there is no reason 
to suppose that she was “the woman 
who was a sinner” of Luke 7, as is of- 
ten assumed), and Mary the mother of 
James (and sister of the mother of 
Jesus: Mt. 27.56; Jn,19.25), and Sal- 
ome (the wife of Zebedee and the 
mother of James and John), purchased 
spices to embalm his body. After 
sunset there was a lively trade done 
among the Jews, because no purchase 
could be made on the Sabbath. 

With the exception of the Sabbath, 
the Jews gave no names to the days 
of the week, but called our Sunday the 
first day; our Monday, the second; and 
soon. Very early on the first day of 
the week, Mark says, the three women 
started for the tomb and arrived there 
when the sun had risen. On the way 
one fear engrossed them: ‘Who shall 
roll us away the stone from the door 
of the tomb” they questioned one an- 
other. They forgot about the guards, 
and until on their way evidently forgot 
about the etone that would keep them 
from entering the tomb and carrying 
out their purpose: at such a time one’s 
Qnind is little occupied with “plain 
common sense.” How common it is 
to, worry about difficulties which do 
not exist! “There {1s an Indian 
legend which says that a traveller 
once had his way blocked by what 
looked like an impenetrable rampart 
of thorns. When however he ad- 
vanced upon it, the thorn hedge turn- 
ed out to be mist. The great stones 
we dread we often find have been roll- 
ed away. Trust your love rather than 
your fears. Courage is always the 
trueist wisdom” (J. D. Jones). 


Botanist Makes New Discovery 


Coughing Plant In Tropics Has Dis- 
like For Dust 

Not satisfied with finding trees with 
heart beats, plants that trap living 
things and feed on them ‘and _ other 
wonders, a botanist has now discov- 
ered a plant that coughs. This is a 
certain bean that grows in the tropl- 
cal regions. The coughing plant is a 
very cranky member of the vegetable 
kingdom and has a great dislike for 
dust. As soon as a few grains of it 
gather on its leaves, the air chambers 
that cover the face of the leaves and 
are the breathing organs of the plant 
become filled with gas and swell un- 
til, with a slight explosion and a 
sound that resembles a human cough, 
the gas is expelled and blows away 
the troublesome dust.
